Friends of the agency, in- 
cluding its supporters in Con- 
gress, will be watching to see 
how the new TVA board reacts. 
“Vigorous” opposition by the 
three directors will be required 
to defeat both attempts in Con- 
gress, it was said. 

The first plan, being readied 
by Senator Arthur V. Watkins 
(Rep.), Utah, envisages forma- 
tion of an interstate association 
of the seven states comprising 
the TVA area. The association 
would negotiate a contract with 
the Government to take over 
the authority. : 

The other is described by 
TVA staff members as “the old 
idea of milking TVA in order 
to weaken it and make it prey 


to carving up by private utili-| 
ties.” 
Ironically, the “milking” 


principle would be similar to 
that employed by unscrupulous 
financiers to make quick prof- 
its out of the private utilities 
themselves in years gone by, 
the TVA personnel pointed out. 

Watkins Plan. 

Under the proposal 
Senator Watkins is preparing, 
the interstate association would 
be composed of users of TVA 
water and power. It would op- 
erate and maintain the TVA 
system after taking it over from 
the Federal Government. 

The association would pay 
off the Government's invest- 
ment in TVA and would pay 
interest on the cost of power 
facilities and ceratin other fea- 
tures, principally municipal 
and industrial water supplies. 

A spokesman for Watkins 
told the Post-Dispatch the Utah 
Senator had announced he 
would introduce such a bill, 
in the Senate debate last Au- 
gust on a proposal to permit 
TVA to finance new construc- 


tion through issuance of reve- 


nue bonds. 

The current Watkins plan is 
the outgrowth of a bill he in- 
troduced in 1950 to turn over 
federal reclaamtion projects in 
the 17 semi-arid western states 
to local water and power users, 
through inerstate associations.

He said that investigators 
from the four cities named and 
from some others, in present- 


ing their reports; discovered 
that they had _ information 
which, when put together 


“formed a pattern and we are 
going to follow it up.’ 

Kennedy said an important 
international union is involved 
in the reports but declined to 
name it. He said the union had 
not been mentioned publicly as 
under investigation. 

“It gets into 
gangsters and _ collusion 
tween managements and a 
labor union at the national 
level and at local] levels,’ Ken- 
nedy said of the investigation. 

Kennedy said at least one 
person is involved who attend- 
ed the Nov. 14 meeting at 
Apalachin, N.Y., which al- 
legedly brought together Mafia 
gangsters and some _ other 
criminals. He said the evidence 
seems clear that “criminals 
have infiltrated into this labor 
union.” 

Kennedy said the committee 
is investigating various aspects 
of the Apalachin meeting. That 
gathering brought together 
about 65 men, some of them 
widely known criminals, at a 
remote hilltop mansion owned 
by Joseph Barbara who runs a 
bottling works in Endicott, N.Y. 

New York troopers dropped 
in on the meeting and sent the 
visitors packing. 

One of the questions figuring 
in’ police speculation at the 
time was whether one purpose 
of the gathering was to carve 
up the underworld domain of 
gangster Albert Anastasia who 
was murdered in New York 
City in Qctober.

WASHINGTON. Dec. 23 (UP) 
—The Air Force today awarded 
a contract for development of a 
“chemical bomber” capable of 
flying three times the speed of 
sound. 

The contract went to North 
American Aviation, Inc. The 
amount of money involved was 
not disclosed. 

The plane, called the WS- 
110A, will use “exotic” chemi- 
cal fuels. It will be designed 
to reach speeds of 2200 miles

The WS-110A is planned as 
a successor to the H-bomb car- 
rying B-52, a subsonic aircraft 
with a 6000-mile range which 
is now the mainstay of 
Strategic Air Command, the 
nation’s main retaliatory force 
in the event of war until bal- 
listic missiles are perfected.

Interview Telecast. 

In a recorded interview car- 
ried earlier on NBC-TV's “Meet 
the Press’ program, Norstad 
said he expects the bases should 
be ready in a year to 18 months. 


' The interview had been filmed 


in the Palais de Chaillot, where 
the heads of NATO governments 
met last week. The United 
States offered at the meeting 
to make missiles available to 
other NATO countries. 

Norstad, whose job is to im- 
plement the decisions of the 
Paris conference, did not pin- 
point the locations of the new 
bases. He said he foresaw no 
difficulty, however, in other 
nations accepting the bases. 

“In some countries, for many 
reasons, it may be more diffi- 
cult to do this than in other 
countries,” he said, “but I am 
satisfied that the military re- 
quirement can and will be met 
under the formula agreed by 
the 15 heads of government.” 

Norstad said it is not neces- 
sary from a military standpoint 
that each government have the 
missiles. 

“As a matter of fact. it isn't 
even desirable,” he said. “It is 
necessary only that relatively 
few countries should have them. 
The range of these missiles per- 
mit their distribution at any 
one of many, many places.” 

Only Phase of Program. 

Norstad emphasized that 
plans for the bases are only 
the first phase of a long-range 
program for expanded defenses 
in Europe. 

“We're talking in those terms 
at the present,” he said after 
revealing the number of squad- 
rons and missiles expected. 

Norstad said the missiles 
and equipment will cost about 
$30,000,000 to $40,000,000 per 
squadron. 

He. said he hopes the pro- 
gram will be developed “step 
by step” and that the first step 
should be taken “in a matter 
of days, weeks, not months, 
and I'm sure it will be.”

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NATO Parley Merely Covered 
Cracks in Facade of Unity

HAT YOU THINK of the North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation conference depends entirely on what measuring 
In Washington, it was originally billed as 


“the most portentous meeting of Western heads of stat@ in 40 
years’—to borrow a phrase from an Administration house 


organ. 

Yet the meeting did not re- 
unite the increasingly divided 
West. It only plastered over the 
cracks in the facade. It did not 
initiate a great new effort to 
remedy the dangerous new tilt 
of the world balance of power. 
It only set in motion certain 
adjustments of NATO’S mili- 
tary machinery which will 
strengthén the purely local de- 
fense of Western Europe 

Plastering cracks can be 
helpful, if the time gained is 
used for fundamental repairs. 
The local defense of Western 
Europe is a vital purpose of 
NATO—in European eyes, al- 
most the sole purpose of 
NATO. All the same, if this 
meecting’s results are to be de- 
scribed as “portentous,” then 
it has to be said that the por- 
tents are more than a little 
disturbing. 

The Military Arrangements. 

The portents are plainly“im- 
plied in the military arrange- 
ments that have been made. 
Within the NATO framework, 
medium range missiles are to 
be supplied to those nations 
that want them. Nuclear war- 
heads for these missiles and 
other NATO weapons are also 
to be supplied to the NATO 
commander, Gen. Lauris Nor- 
stad. in his capacity as Ameri- 
can commander in Europe. — 

American officers will retain 
custody of the nuclear war- 
heads until doomsday (‘as one 
may reasonably describe the 
day when a great nuclear war 
begins). The warheads cannot 
be affixed to their destined 
weapons without authorization 
from the President of the Unit- 
ed States. By the same token, 
the NATO commander cannot 
fire any of his missiles without 
authorization from the Govern- 
ments that choose to have mis- 
sile emplacements on their soil. 

No one has explained how 
this system can work fast 
enough to insure the necessary 
instantaneous reply to 4a 
Soviet surprise attack. 

Not Truly Collective. 

There is another point about 
this system which is clearly 
not to be altered by negotia- 
tion. The consultation require- 
ment will not be abandoned 
altogether. Thus this is not a 
svstem of truly collective de- 
fense. Instead, it is the begin- 
ning of a system of purely na- 
tional defense hehind the 
NATO international facade. 
This pattern was first set by 
the British, when they decided 


to build their own nuclear 


striking power “just in case 
the Americans don't want to 
risk New York and Washington 
for London and Birmingham.” 
The French, too, will have mis- 
siles plus nuclear weapons 
under their own control in a 
couple of years. Others may 
follow. 

But even among those na- 
tions unlikely ever to make 
their own nuclear weapons, 
this conferenec has shown a 
new spirit in NATO. Every na- 
tion represented at the council 
table. including the United 
States, has insisted on consul- 
tation before any nuclear-mis- 
sile riposte is delivered from 
its own soil. That implies a 
strong, unavowed tendency not 
to ri London or Paris or 
Rome or Bonn for the sake of 


y 


Washington and New York. In 
fact all the feet in NATO are 
exactly fitted by the shoe 
described in the British justi- 
fication of their own national 
defense decision. 

This was not the spirit when 
NATO was founded. Then the 
threat to be guarded against 
was the threat of an attack by 
the Red army. Then the free 
nations had not been exposed 
to the terrible psychological 
pressure of the weapons that 
can literally destroy the human 
race. 

In view of the pressure of 
the absolute weapons, the 
choice of a new road away 
from truly collective Western 
defense probably could not 
have beep avoided. Yet as a 
step on this road, the Paris 
meeting has certainly been a 
| portent. 

Some Hopeful Noises. 

It has been a portent in an- 
other way, too. Neither Prime 
Minister Macmillan nor Chan- 
cellor Adenauer npr any other 
NATO chief of state believes 
for an instant that negotiations 
with the Kremlin will produce 
solid and fruitful results. Yet 
the Paris conference made 
hopeful noises about renewing 
negotiations with the Kremlin. 
Even Secretary of State Dulles. 
mastering his loathing, joined 
the happy chorus. Otherwise, 
he might not have been able 
to plaster over the cracks in 
Western unity. 

In sum, the NATO meeting 
has shown the classic symptoms 
that are always produced by a 
dangerous tilt in the power 
balance. These are, first, a 
loosening of alliances on the 
Side that has been weakened: 
second, a tendency to seek in- 
terminable parleys with the 
side that has grown stronger 
in the hope that the strong 
will not insist on the logic of 
their strength. 

The free nations showed 
these symptoms when Hitler 
upset the European power bal- 
ance in the 30s. They are ap- 
pearing again, because a great 
upset of the world power bal- 
ance has been permitted by 
the shocking neglect of de- 
fense needs in Washington in 
the last five years.

French soldiers are accused of four types of 
terrorism: torture of Algerian prisoners, arbi- 
trary imprisonment, cruelty in the eight Algeri- 
an internment camps and, “most troubling,” 
strange disappearances from police or military 
custody. 

The report insists that many of the guilty 
Frenchmen were sternly punished, yet it recom- 
mends a series of measures to be taken against 
such terrorists as well as a number of judicial 
safeguards for their victims 

Thus the report substantially vindicates the 
journalists, clergymen and veterans back from 
Algeria who, for months, have been denouncing 
the terror as a disgrace to France and a burden 
on the consciences of men conscripted to serve 
theif country in North Africa. Perhaps such 
tactics are all but inevitable in the kind of war 


being fought in Algeria. But this is simply one 
more reason why France should seek an honor- 
able and early end of the slaughter.

An Alarm, But Top Secret? 

The Pentagon's planned request for another 
billion dollars for missiles will hardly surprise 
the American people. Already notified by the 
beep of sputniks of the deficiencies of our de- 


« fense, the public is likely to regard the request 


as reasonable and potentially reassuring. 

Secretary of Defense McElroy says the extra 
billlion—for missiles and other arms—will be 
sought of Congress for the present fiscal year. 
Next year’s defensé spending may rise two bil- 
lions above the present level of 38'2 billions. 

The economic impact of these expenditures 
should be severe. “While President Eisen- 
hower is expected to send Congress next month 
another peacetime record spending budget of 
73 billions or more, Administration officials still 
hope it can be balanced, if precariously. 

Another prospect entirely arises from the 
Gaither report which, though top-secret, has 
reached the publie in part: through reports of 
The Washington Post. For this report is said to 
paint an alarming picture of the danger faced 
by the United States, and to call for heavy spend- 
ing to overcome Russia’s asserted lead in mis- 
siles and military power. 

The Gaither committee, led by H. Rowan 
Gaither, former head of the Ford Foundation, 
reportedly presented these recommendations to 
the Pentagon four days after the launching of 
Sputnik II: 

Increase the defense budget to a peak by

Labor Sees an Opportunity 


Analysis of recent by-elections, to- 
gether with public opinion polls, 
shows that this vote has not—-so far— 
switched appreciably to Labor, Some 
disgruntled folk have simply stayed 
home: others have voted Liberal in 
the by-elections. The swing away from 
the Conservative standard since June 
1956 is estimated at between 6 and 7 
per cent, 

However, Laborite strategists, in- 
cluding Mr. Bevan, who would be For- 
eign Secretary if his party came to 
power, see in these shifting allegiances 
an opportunity to triumph if Labor 
can appear as the “party of the fu- 
ture” without espousing policies so 
Socialist and doctrinaire as to alienate 
the traditionalist instincts of the mid- 
die class or the sizable segment of 
working-class people ,who have been 


recently voting Tory. 
Hence it is not surprising to see 
“Nye” Bevan, once dubbed the “ter- 


ror of Tonypandy”—whose youthful 
upbringing in the harsh conditions 
of Welsh coal valleys had caused him 
to express vehement anti-Toryism— 
now being called the “tamed lion of 
British Labor.” 


Mr. Bevan Meets Mr. Dulles 


Bevan has moderated his stand 
against H-bomb tests and joined with 
Labor chieftain Hugh Gaitskell in 
tempering his party’s advocacy of na- 
tionalization of industry into a mild 
proposal for industrial shareholding. 

The Labor party has recently 
changed in outlook and appearance, 
with more “bright young men” from 
the universities joining the ranks and 
less display of its ancient crusading 
militancy. Moving with the times, 
“Nye” Bevan, who earned Conserv- 
ative praise for his moderate position 
during the Suez crisis, recently made 
a lecture tour in the United States to 
update his impressions of a country 


' whose policies he has frequently crit- 


icized but which he had not visited 
since 1934. 


During this tour Americans have 
seen a mellowed Welshman, who pro- 


fesses that he found Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles to be wholly 
agreeable and likable when he met 
him at a British Embassy dinner in 
Washington, and who expresses ad- 
miration for the amount of “new fur- 
niture’’—meaning roads, housing, fac- 
tories, city development—which the 
United States has accumulated since 
1934. 


It is evident from his current com- 
ments, however, that Mr. Bevan as

Less than two minutes later 
Tracy took a handoff, sprinted 
around right end, reversed his 
field and went 59 yards to 
score. That made it 27-21. Late 
in the same period Detroit 
started on a 54-yard drive that 
paid off when Gene Gedman 
scored from the two and Mar- 
tin converted to put the Lions 
ahead, 28-27, for the first time. 

In the wild first half, the 
Forty-niners took advantage of 
every break in the book, in- 
cluding two Detroit fumbles.

ppke, a ‘Most Inventive’ 


College Gnid Coach, Dies at 78 


CHAMPAIGN, Iill., Dec. 23 
‘(AP)—Bob Zuppke of Illinois, 
one of the inventive 
coaches in American football 
history, is dead. 

Affectionately known as 
“Little Dutchman,” Zuppke 
died vesterday at the age of 78 
in Cole Memorial Hospital: 
Cause of death was prostatic 
cancer, complicated by high 
blood pressure -and a long- 
standing heart ailment. He 
suffered a serious stroke in 
1955. 

Funeral services will be held

will be cremated. 

Zuppke, who retired as Illi- 
nois’s football coach in 1941 
after 29 years of service, was 
given little hope during the 
past week when his health be- 
gan failing rapidly. 

Honorary pallbearers include 
Harold (Red) Grange, the “Gol- 


loping Ghost” who became 
Zuppke’s most famous pupil; 
George Halas, owner of the 


Chicago Bears who played for 
Zup at Illinois; Ray Eliot who 


succeeded Zuppke as Illinois 
head football coach, and star 


players and captains of Illinois 
teams through the Zuppke era. 

Zuppke was known as the 
master of the upset and rival 
coaches feared and respected 
him. He produced seven Big 
Ten titles for Illinois and his 
team won 131 games, lost 80 
and tied 12. 

One of the first big upsets 
was a 14-9 triumph over a great 
Minnesota team in 1916. In 
1924, he surprised Michigan, 
39-14, when Grange scored five 
touchdowns, four in the first 
quarter. And probably the last 
to be remembered was the 13-9 
victory over Michigan in 1939 
when the Wolverines were rid- 
ing high with Tom Harmon 
and Forest Evashevski.

“No!” I do not allow

What I allow children to do is stand around 
and admire. They should also put the hooks on 
the big colored balls. That is dull work. But it is 
the ohly way to learn how to trim a tree. Start 
at the bottom of the ladder. 


I am firm with children about these things. It is for 
their own good. 

“When I was a boy, we did not have fancy snow 
sprays. You should be grateful that we have snow. spray 
these days.

Cardinals' General Manager Is Sharp Contrast to Predecessor Frank Lane

A MAN AT THE END OF 
THE BAR, where many deep 
thinkers on baseball are found, 
said the other day that the new 
general manager of the Cardi- 
nals, Bing Devine, was boring 
him. “No color,” the man said, 
“No big trades. Lane woulda 
had the whole club gone by 
now.” 

Vaughan Palmore Devine, 
called Bing because everyone 
has some shred of childhood 
he can’t lose and with him it’s 
a nickname, has baseball's 
problem job. Some _ general 
managers have clubs with no 
money, some general managers 
have clubs with no talent, and 
some have clubs with no money 
and no talent, and they relax 
and are happy with their prob- 
lems. They don’t have to fol- 
low the main act and in the 
entertainment business of 
baseball, Frank Lane is the 
main act among general man- 
agers. 

Devine came on after Lane 
with a minimum of advance 
billing. There are a half-dozen 
career men in the Cardinal 
offices whose faces and names 
have been in the newspapers 
more than Devine’s. At 40, he 
is much-discussed and little- 
known in his own home town 
because his talents made him 
a stranger to the place. Four 
separate ownerships of the 
Cardinals had a common De- 
vine policy. Each promoted 
him, and kept him with a 
minor league team, a bright 
young man guarding the out- 
posts of profit. 


It doesn’t mean much in 
St. Louis that the towns- 
people of Rochester, N. Y., 
became so attached to De- 
vine and his methods of di- 
recting a baseball team that 
they tried to match dollars 
with Anheuser-Busch and 
keep him when the Cardinals 
parted with their Rochester 
farm club. 


The meaningful thing about 
being a general manager of 
the Cardinals these days is 
that the town has become ac- 
customed to noise. Within five 
years it has had Lane with the 
Cardinals, and Bill Veeck with 
the Browns, and now it’s con- 
fronted with Devine, and peace 
and quiet. The constituency is 
shocked. Dick Meyer, when he 
was briefly shunted from 
Gussie Busch’s brewery to 
Gussie Busch’s ball club, was 
something of a peace-and-quiet 
general manager himself, but 
the Cardinals had Eddie Stanky 
as field manager at the time. 
That was always good for 
noise. 


THERE ARE several other 
prejudices against Devine. He 
is labeled an “organization 
man.” That sounds like a long 
way of spelling “yes-man.” He 
came to work without a con- 
tract, and a contract is a 
caste symbol. The arrangement 
is good enough for the : Car- 
dinal ownership, and it’s good 
enough for Devine, but it isn’t 
good enough for the average 
fan. Only time can prove the 
fan wrong. Or right. 

Calm is Devine’s major 
characteristic, and it is a pose. 
“I wasn’t always this way.” 
Devine said. “I had to learn 
it. I've got to tell you about 
myself as a golfer to explain 
it. I played a lot of golf when 
I was in high school, and in 
my first year of college, and I 
had the idea that to be a good 
golfer, you had to be color- 
ful, and display a temper. I 
worked to build a reputation 
as a club-wrapper—you know, 
around trees. If there wasn't 
a tree handy, I threw clubs. 
That’s quicker, anyway.” 

That is a painful confession 
for a golfer to make. In the 
rapid advances of our culture, 
club-wrapping and club-throw- 
ing have become unforgivably 
bad form. There is a profes- 
sional golfer, Tom Bolt, who 
throws clubs all around the 
professional golf tour, and is 
forgiven because he is a 
lovable soul after the throw- 
ing, so contrite and so happy 
he didn’t kill anyone with his 
flying wedge. 

There is only one Bolt. Other 
club-throwers find themselves 
ostracized, take to sneaking 
vermouth into their martinis, 
and quickly fade from the so- 
ciety of mankind. 

“I just suddenly quit throw- 
ing clubs,” Devine said. “Call 
it growing up. I think I grew 
up in a match I played, in a 
tournament. I was seven up at 
the end of nine holes, and I 
felt sorry for the fellow I was 
playing. He beat me on the 
back nine. One up, I think. 
Now, what was there to do? 
Throw clubs because I let my- 
self get beat? That's the only 
time I ever sorrowed for an 
opponent, and I decided it 
would never happen again, and 
I'd never make a show of my- 
self, either. 


When I was a freshman at 
Washington University I

tried for the golf team and 
they sent me out to play a 
round against Dave Garro- 
way, the team hot-shot. He 
beat me unmercifully. I 
didn’t throw a club then, 
either, and I figured I had 
the game licked. I quit it 
and decided to be a pro base- 
ball player.” 


Many young fellows decided 
to be _ professional baseball 
players. Rogers Hornsby did. 
Stan Musial did. Ted Williams 
did. Bing Devine did. The dif- 
ference between Devine and 
those other fellows is that he 
got near the money in the 
game right away. Branch 
Rickey sent him forth as a 
business manager for the John- 
son City (Tenn.) club in 1941, 
with the added privilege of 
playing baseball in event the 
draft board got ahead of the 
club’s supply of players. It 
did, and Devine played. 


“For a long time,” said De- 
vine, “a baseball player such 
as I am is certain he’s a talent 
nobody has taken the trouble 
to recognize. Actually, that 
couldn’t happen nowadays be- 
cause were all so busy looking 
for talent it couldn’t escape us. 
It didn't happen with me, eith- 
er. I just didn’t have it, but 
it took me longer than anyone 
else to know it.” 


Devine began trying to be a 
baseball player in 1935, when 
he quit Washington University 
for Hornsby’s baseball school. 
He returned to Washington, 
and got a degree, but for six 
years he thought he was a 
baseball player. Not even fail- 
ing with a Browns farm club 
discouraged his notion. He 
joined the Cardinals office 
force in 1939, and the Johnson 
City assignment may have been 
a piece of career-choosing 
therapy by Rickey, a chance to 
let Devine scratch a little and 
cure his itch to play the game. 


The settling influences of 
Johnson City were better than 
Rickey planned. Devine met his 
wife, Mary, there. They live 
now in Ladue, and have three 
girls—Joanne, 15; Janice, 9, 
and Jane, 3—who daily come 
before baseball, for a brief 
hour in the morning. 

Devine rises at 7, and is of- 
ficial] rouser of schoolgirls in 
the household. It is a close 
family, and the general man-

ager’s job has altered its out- 
look for the time being. “I’ve 
educated the family not to ex- 
pect to see much of me for 
a year or so, while I get into 
this job,” Devine said. 


His career as a bookkeeping 
infielder gave Devine some- 
thing no baseball executive 
should be without—respect for 
a field manager. At some time 
it is certain to burst upon 
every club-owner or general 
manager that he would be bril- 
liant as a field manager. The 
strong men exorcise them- 
selves. The weak ones go look- 
ing for another alter-ego, and 
that’s why major league man- 
agers regard themselves as a 
migrant labor force. It is to 
the managers’ credit as a body 
that they never have petitioned 
the owners to explain how 
come there was only one Con- 
nie Mack? 


“I’ve never met a manager 
I didn’t like,” Devine said, 
grinning at the echo of Will 
Rogers. “I've learned more 
about baseball from manag- 
ers than from anyone else. 


I've been able to question 
managers on-their strategy 
without sounding critical. I'm 
not sure how I get away 
with it, but I’ve been able 
to. I've had managers say, 
‘Yeah, I pulled a rock,’ and 
that wasn’t what I wanted 
them to say atall. Then I 
find myself defending the 
manager’s on-the-spot think- 
ing against his own second- 
guessing.” 


He hasn't had much conver- 
sation with managers since he 
returned from Rochester. De- 
vine did not believe that his 
job as Lane's assistant—actu- 
ally, business manager — — i 


censed him as a clubhouse 
hanger-on. Devine probably 
has seen more of Field Man- 
ager Fred Hutchinson the past 
several weeks than he saw of 
Hutchinson the past two years. 
The few times he was seen and 


heard in the Cardinal club- 
house the past season Devine's 
comments were invariably 
printable, but nobody bothered. 
His personal habits are clean 
and pure, and his language 
doesn't smoke, either, and while 
others cursed fickle fate De- 
vine might say, “Good play 


that beat us.” 
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had been dugout-deep in base- 
ball for 22 years, Devine was a 
poor source of quotes for any 
sports writer weary of the 
usual sources of Hutchinson, 
Lane, or a pitcher who would 
be a star if the batters left him 
alone. As Lane’s assistant, si- 
lence was Devine’s idea of com- 
pany loyalty hard at work. 


“I’m a Navy man,” he said. 
“The responsibility goes back 
to the captain, even when 
there’s trouble he _ didn’t 
know about. It’s his ship, and 
it’s his word that counts.” 


The word that counts in the 
Cardinal office is whatever 
word Gussie Busch last said. 
In his baronial world of beer 
and baseball, Gussie is not the 
best mixer of malt, or the best 
judge of batters, but he hires 
the best mixers and judges he 
can and all they seem to have 


to remember is that it’s his 
malt and his batters. They re- 
member pretty well, Or go 


away to forget. The Cardinals 
made a deal with the Cincin- 
nati club during the winter 
baseball meetings. It was a 
modest little deal, about equi- 
distant between swapping 
proved talent and swapping 
bat-boys. Cardinal announce- 
ment of the deal was delayed 
because, Devine said, it was 
going to be cleared first with 
Busch. It would have been big 
news only if Busch had not ap- 
proved or if Busch had said he 
recognized all three of the 
minor pitchers he gave up for 
two minor outfielders. 


It did not embarass De- 
vine to admit he was a gen- 
eral manager who cleared a 
minor trade with his club 
president. “Even if I hadn’t 
been told, I would have 
chosen a policy of always 
giving deals to the club pres- 
ident for approval,” he said. 


The fact is that Devine has 
a confident feeling the beer 
men in the board room would 
go along with him and his 
manager on any deal that 
stopped short of the fixtures, 
meaning the brewery and 
Musial. The beer men might 
not be convinced themselves 
that Zilch for Zulch, plus 
Musial’s old bats, is a good 
deal but baseball man Devine 
believes they packaged that 
much confidence in his judg- 
ment with the title of general 
manager. The fact also is that 
Devine simply isn’t a trader- 
type of general manager. 


“The nucleus of the Cardinal 
club when it wins a pennant 
will be the ball players we've 
developed in our organization, 
not the ones we've acquired,” 
said the’ general manager de- 
veloped .in the organization, 
not acquired. He could be 
right. Busch’s firm has kept 
the man at the end of the bar

I THINK few of us realize 
hew many people in our coun- 
try die from diseases of the 
heart and blood vessels. The 
second dread killer is cancer 
and then accidents, with pneu- 
monia and diabetes far below. 

I have been asked to bring to 
the attention of the public the 
campaign now going on for re- 
cruitment of a million volun- 
teers nationally. Fifty thou- 
sand of these are to be used in 
the five boroughs of New York 
City during February, visiting 
their neighbors. Their job will 
not be easy, because they will 
be trying to obtain money for 
the continuation of research’ 
and services in Uiseases of the 
heart. 


FEW OF US realize that 
there are more than 20 forms 
of heart disease and diseases 
of the blood vessels that attack 
the brain, kidneys and other 
vital organs, and that strokes, 
which we hear of much more 
frequently nowadays, result 
when blood vessels of the brain 


are attacked. ‘ 


In 1956, which is the last 
year for which there are re- 
liable figures, 53.9 per cent 
of all deaths were caused by 
heart and circulatory dis- 
eases. This means that more 
than 10,000,000 Americans 
were affected, including 500- 
000 children of school age. 


This disease cost the country 
650,000 man-hours in industry 
last year—the equivalent in 
earnings of more than three 
billion dollars and the loss in 
federal income tax revenue of 
nearly $400,000,000. 


THE IS great need of a 
vastly accelerated program of 
medical research. Much has 
already been achieved through 
research, but there is still a 
great deal to learn. 


Dr. A. Wilbur Duryee, presi- 
dent of the New York Heart 
Association, explained that re- 
search has found some answers 
in the field of rheumatic fever 
and that one must have many 
avenues of research because it 
is often by studying on the 
outskirts that we reach a basic 
discovery. 

We in this country have not 
been research-minded. It is 
high time that we not only 
take a greater interest in medi- 
cal research but see to it that 
our Government is more deeply 
concerned about it, permitting 
some of its dollars to be used 
in | this field.

OUR FAMILY has been discussing who should handle 
the payment of bills. Should the man take the responsi- 
bility of writing the checks and paying the bills or should 
the woman? In answering this, I would appreciate two 
answers: one, considering

and wife are holding jobs 
and the other when only 
the man is working. What 
are the statistics on this?

A. Unfortunately, I 
haven't these statis- 
tics, but I do know 
that women control 
infinitely more of the 
nation’s money than 
they did a genera- 
tion or two ago and 
certainly finance is 

no longer a man’s domain, No matter, though, 

who writes the checks or nurses the family 

budget, husband and wife should agree on the 
amount and direction of their spending. Often, 

a wife’s salary is earmarked for something special, 

such as a home or a car, while the husband’s 

salary supports the family. Sometimes, each 
breadwinner contributes so much to the upkeep 

of the house and spends the remainder without 

consulting the other. Other couples prefer to 

pool both incomes. In some homes, if the wife 
has exceptional money-handling ability, she con- 
trols the checkbook, while in others, the husband > 
writes the checks. Some couples have joint ac- 
counts so that either may sign. So, you see, you 
can’t generalize on the mechanics of family 
finance. Far more important is a sense of unity 
and mutual concern which insure fair treatment 

for everyone in the household and a thoughtful 

and intelligent allocation of funds.
